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LANGHORNE. 


The  Langhornes  came  originally  from  St.  -^ride' s,  Pembroke- 
shire, Wales.*   They  there  flourished,  so  it  is  said,  "during  a 
century  and  a  half,  a  tablet  in  the  church  commemorating  their  names, 
the  last  "being  John,  who  died  without  issue  on  the  night  of  his  elec- 
tion  as  a  member  of  Parliament,  in  the  year  1715,  'after  which  the  es- 
tate wa  dispersed'  " .  (Fenton's  History  of  Pembrokeshire;  Remi- 
niscences of  Rev.  W.  H.  Langhorne,  Edinburgh,  1893,  p.  75.)    There 
were,  however,  othe>-  branches  of  the  family  located  in  England,  in 
Westmoreland,  Bedfordshire,  Herts,  Yorkshire  and  Durham,  some  of 
which  may  be  traced  primarily  to  Westmoreland;  and  secondarily,  per- 
haps, (though  this  is  uncertain),  to  their  original  home  in  South 
Wales.  A  John  Langhorne  is  mentioned  in  the  "Extracts  from  the  Re- 
ords  of  the  Merchant  Adventurers  of  New-Castle -Upon-Tyne, "  (possibly 
the  one  who  migrated  to  America),  Jan.  19,1642-3  (Surtee's  Society 
Publications,  vol.  93,  p.  135.)   And  another  John  Langhorne  was  Chap- 
lain of  Kepyer  Hospital,  St.  Giles,  Durham,  in  1494.  (Idem,  Vol.  95, 
p.  260),  while  for  many  years  they  supplied  clergy  for  the  service 
of  the  church"  in  Westmoreland,  the  best  known  of  whom  were  Dr.  John, 
the  poet,  and  his  brother  William,  who  together  made  a  translation 
of  Plutarch's  Lives,  (Langhorne  Reminiscences,  p,  80).    There   is 
also  frequent  mention   of  various  members  of  the  family,  most  of 

whom  were  called  John,  during  the  Civil  War.   The  first  one  of  whom 
there  is  record  in  this  country,  appears  to  be  CAPT,  JOHN  LANGHORNE, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  House  of  Burgesses  from  Warwick 
County,  in  1676,  and  who  in  1861  (  September

called  Laugharne.  showing  the, ancient  spelling  of  the  name;  it 
appears  to  have  been  frequently  corrupted. 
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name),  Richard  Cary  and  -'aurice  Langhorne,  (Probably  the  son  of 
Maurice  Langhorne  and  Elizabeth  Trotter,  here-in-after  mentioned.) 
Curie's  only  child,  Elizabeth  Scarsbrook  Wallace  Curie,  married  in 
1810  the  great  uncle  of  Mr.  Wilson  Miles  Cary  of  Oak  Hill,  Fluvanna 
Co.  Va. 

II.  Maurice  Langhorne,  of  Cumberland  Co.,  Va.  (See  below.) 

III.  Jeremiah  Langhorne,  of  Langhorne  Park,  Bucks  Co.,  Penna., 
who  was  reputed  to  have  amassed  a  large  fortune  and  to  have  died 
issueless. 
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MATTRICE  LANGHORNE,  second  son  of  John,  is  said  to  have  "born 
in  1709.  As  he  married  his  second  wife  in  1759,  however,  and  had 
seven  children  "by  her,  it  would  seem  that  there  was  a  mistake  in  the 
date.   ^e   resided  in  Warwick  County  during  the  earlier  ^ears  of  his 
life,  but  later  removed  to  Cumberland  Co.  and  made  his  home  there  til 
death.   The  exact  date  of  his  moving  is  not   nown,  hut  in  November, 
1759,  "Maurice  Langhorne  of  Warwick  Co.,  Gent.  "  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  executed  a  deed  to  Thomas  Trotter,  of  the  town  and  coxinty  of 

York,  merchant,  showing  that  they  were  still  living  in  Warwick. 
Prom  Feb.  18,  1775,  to  September  23,  1776,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Cumberland  Co.  Revolutionary  Committee  of  Safety (Original  Mss.  Vol- 
ume Proceedings  of  Cumberland  Co.  Committee;   The  Cabells  and  their 
Kin,  p.  165);  and  in  1785  and  1789  he  was  Sheriff  of  the  County(W.G. 
Stanard).   He  died  there  in  1791,  and  the  inventory  of  his  estate 
was  recorded  March  of  the  same  year.   He  was  twice  married;  first, 
to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Trotter,  of  Yorktown;  second  to  a  Miss 
Motilson.   His  children  by  both  marriages  were  as  follows:

HUG-H  INNES  BRENT ,  third  child  of  Hugh  Brent  and  Elizabeth 
Trotter  Langhorne,  was  horn  in  Paris,  Ky.,  August  31,  1803;  died 
there  September  2,  1845.   TTe  was  a  planter,  mill  owner,  and  the  first 
president  of  the  Northern  Bank  of  Kentucky,  at  Paris.   jye  was  twice 
married,  his  first  wife  being  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Armstrong, 
of  Mason  Ho.,  Ky .        She  only  lived  about  six  months.   His  second 
wife,  to  whom  he  was  married  September  12,  1826,  was  Margaret  Taylor, 
Chambers  and  Hannah  Lee  »naylor,(For  an  account  of  t  e  Chambers  and 
Taylor  families,  see  "Lee  of  Virginia,  1642--1892,  by  Edmund  J.  lee, 
of  Philadelphia,  1893,  pp.  96--103;  also,  "The  Bowies  and  their  Kin- 
dred," by  W.  w*.
